A NAVY OF CHRISTIANS. 

The attention at present paid to the religious interests of Sea- 
men is highly honourable tw the community, and deserves 
the patronage of all our citizens. But in this project of beue- 
volence, as in all others, the commencement of the work devel- 
Ops with surprising clearness, how greatly the duty which we 
owe to our seafaring brethren has been neglected, and how much | 
remains to be done. In the following remarks, extracted from 
the Sixth Annual Report of the Charleston [S. C.] Bethel Union, | 
and published in the Charlestoa Observer, we sce a plan for be- 
nefiting Seamen, which we thiuk deserves imitation in all our 
sea-ports,—tbat of establishing for then yood Boarding Houses, 
to be under the direction and patronage of respectable Societies.

BRITISH WEST INDIES. 
THE STATE OF THE SLAVE COLONIES. 


Ono the 1ith of May, 1823, resolutions were 
adopted in the House of Commons, and were 
subsequently agreed to by the House of Lords, 
for the gradual melivration of the state of slave- 
ry; in pursuance of which resolutions, His Ma- 
jesty’s Ministers declared it to be their intention 


to introduce into the different slave colonies the | 


following reforms, viz. 1. ‘I’o provide the means 
of education and religious instruction to the 
slaves, 2. To put afi end to Sunday Markets. 
3. To make Suuday, instead of being wo the 
slaves a day of labour in their provision grounds, 
a day of rest and religious observance. 4. ‘I'o 
allow the slaves equivalent time, in lieu of Sun- 
day, for cultivating their provision grounds, and 
for marketing. 5. ‘To admit the testimony of 
slaves, under certain restrictions, in civil and 
criminal cases. 6. To legalize marriage among 
the slaves, and tw protect their connubial rights. 
7. ‘To preveut the separation of families by sale. 
%. To prevent the sale of slaves detached from 
| the plantation to which they belong. 9. ‘T'o pro- 
tect the slaves, by law, in acquiring, possessing, 
jand transmitting property. 10. To establish 
| Savings Banks for the safeguard of their proper- 
(ty. 11. To abolish all taxes on manumission. 
| 12. To grant to the slaves aright of redeeming 
themselves or any of their family, ata fair ap- 
praisement. 13. To limit the power of arbitra- 
ry punishment possessed by the master and his 
agents, and to restrain its abuse.
